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SPOTLIGHT HEROINE OF THE LIBRARY 


I happen to live in the building next to the one that exploded 
January 13, 1997, in Greenacres. I was at home when it 
happened, along with my boyfriend, and my sister visiting from 
Minneapolis. There was a loud explosion and the whole place 
shook, the sliders vibrated like crazy. I looked out the window 
and there was stuff everywhere from inside the townhouse, in 
the trees. I called 911. It was pouring down rain, and we went 
over there, the walls and windows were gone, there was fire 
upstairs and downstairs, and we heard a man screaming. It 
was horrible. The rescue workers got there fast, and were 
working on things. Before they were there some people were 
trying to get to the guy and find out if anybody else was there. 
At one point I attempted to go in, but the fumes were so strong. 
My boyfriend and I then went to go make sure the other people 
in the units knew and weren’t inside. My boyfriend jumped one 
fence, the gate was locked, but nobody was home, he got 
another lady out of her unit, who didn’t even know it was her 
building. I got the other lady out, and her place was trashed, 
sliders broken, glass everywhere, kitchen, and one upstairs 
bedroom destroyed. It took awhile to get her out, she was 
really upset. I was afraid of another explosion or more fire. 
Well they finally got the guy out, he was alone. He received 
60% burns and died within two weeks, it was an attempted 
suicide. He let out propane and the water heater sparked. He 
had several tanks, only one emptied. Well for two weeks it 
was a circus on 5th Lane, in Chalet IV. The media’s remote 
satellite trucks were camped out, doing live feeds. We had 
around the clock police securing the crime scene. There were 
police, ATF (Alcohol Tobacco & Firearms) agents, State Fire 
Marshal, and onlookers, for a week. It was crazy. My sister 
and many neighbors were on the news, my boyfriend was in 
the Post, and my 911 call was on the news. Now the entire 
area is fenced in and 3 units have been gutted. These people 
are without a home, one family just moved in and didn’t have 
any insurance, the other 2 are with family nearby. Many 
people felt the explosion and some other units had slider 
damage, my slider frames were damaged. It was an experi- 
ence I hope I never have again.....
